Patience Will Be Needed. 

“The process of demobilization is 
Moving swiftly, in order and according 
to plan. Clearly, everything cannot be 
- done at-once, and patience will be need- 
ed. Each step must follow the step be- 


} fore, and some units will go quickly 


while others may be held a little long- 
er for reasons‘that are very real though 
sometimes not apparent on the sur- 
face. 

“As America made her power felt 
‘More quickly than the foe thought 
possible, so she will return that power 
to the pursuits of peace with all due 
speed. As you have shared in the pride 
of the first accomplishment, so must 
your patience aid in the present ad- 
justment to new conditions. 

“The privilege of having stood in 
the ranks of the army of victorious 
democracy will be your pride through 
the years to come. If fortune has de- 
creed that only weeks or months re- 
main for you to stand in those ranks, 
instead of bloody years as our allies 
have done —- then bear yourselves 
through the remaining days in a way 
to increase that pride.

yours. To these, I add my own hearti- 
est good wishes, and the confidence 
that in the future as ex-soldiers, as you

Large Proportion Is in 
Form of Loans to 
Allies. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 31.—It cost 
the American people about $18,160,000,. 
000 to run its expensive war govern- 
ment and make loans to allies in the 
year ending today, according to compu- 
tations from treasury reports. 

December expenditures, above $2,000,- 
000,000, the record of the nation’s his- 
tory, sent aggregate costs to date to 
approximately $24 500,000,000; 

Of the $18,160,000,000 paid out of the 
treasury’s coffers in 1918 probably 
$10,000,000,000 went for the armv and 
the general military establishment, 
about $2,000,000,000 for the navy, 


$1,000,000,000 for the ship building pro-| 
gram, $1,000,000,000 for other civil gov-| 
ernment. needs, and $4,150,000,000 asi 


loans to America’s brother in arms. 


December Sets a Record. 


With estimates of expenses in the 
last few days not yet actually com- 
piled, officials believe December ex- 
penses will run to §$2,100,000,000, or 
nearly $200,000,000 more than last 
month’s high record. This includes 
nearly $430,000,000 estimated for allied 
loans and $1,670,000,000 estimated for 
the government's actual expenditures, 

That the public has paid only about 
one-third of the war's expenses, ex- 
cluding foreign loans, in taxes in cash 
and two-thirds as loans to be repaid in 
another generation is indicated by 
treasury figures of collections from va- 
rious sources. 


With the last four days of the year 


not yet tabulated it is shown that re. 
ceipts from taxes, customs, and mifs- 


cellaneous revenue amounted to $4,687,- 


063,000, of which $2,949,032,000 came 
from income and excess profits taxes 
alone; $1,124,518,000 from other federal 
taxes; only $171,000,000 from customs 
duties on imports, and the balance, or 


about $441,000,000, from miscellaneous 


revenue sources. 
Liberty Loan Yield Big. 


During the year $6,038,000,000 has 
come into the treasury from the 


fourth Liberty loan and $4,171,000,000, 


from the third Liberty loan. In addi- 
tion $13,802,000,000 :worth of certifi- 
cates of indebtedness have been sold 
and subsequently ‘largely redeemed 
from Liberty loan receipts.

Cut Half; Others

At first glance the city controller's 
budget for 1910 logéks queer. 
The three departments which protect 
health, life, and property received $12,- 


$30,674 last year. The controller al- 
‘lows them this year only $5,297,966, 
when during the first half of last year 
they spent $6,214,583. The figures in- 
dicate that they must operate during 
the whole of the year on 14 per cent 
less than it cost to operate for six 
months. Doesn't look possible, does it? 
The three departments which trans- 
act the municipal law business—cor- 
poration counsel, 
prosecutor—were given $390,560 last 
year.

Problem for 1919 Vast. 

The problem of 1918 was mobilizing 
the ever diminishing labor ranks into 
essential industries, but the problem 
for the coming year will be one of 
distributing iabor in such a way as to 
prevent unemployment. The principal 
agency at work on this problem is thc 
department of labor, through the em- 
ployment bureau. While demobilization 
has not yet proceeded very far, the 
latest available figures show that 
something like 300,000 men have been 
released from the army, since the ces- 
sation of hostilities, that during that 
time there Lave been: about 85,000 reg- 
istrations with the United States em- 
ployment bureaus, and about 17,000 
male registrants and 13,000 female 
registrants have been placed. 

Wage Earners Prosper. 

However much the machinery for 
handling labor and its problems may 
have creaked during the last year, 
American labor of all classes has pros- 
pered marvelousiy. The statistics tell 
the story. Wages in practically every 


industry advanced proportionally much 


more than the cost of living.

Shedd properties at the northwest cor- 
ner of Jackson boulevard and La Salle 
street, recently announced in THE 
TRIBUNE, was closed yesterday and the 
deeds filed for record. The considera- 
tion named in the deed is $2,936,500, 
and it was a cash transaction, evi- 
denced by the $2,936.50 worth of rev- 
enue stamps on the deed, making it 
one of the largest single cash transac- 
tions in the history of the city.
